HILE it is true that the recent decision of the 


courts in the Northern securities case fur- 


nishes a strong weapon to be used against the trusts, 
there is no fear that the trusts will be disturbed. The 
finding of the courts places it in the power of the gov- 
ernment to put an end to all combinations in restraint 
of trade, but the government, so long as it remains 
vmdr the control of a Republican administration, will 
not exercise its power for that purpose The combin- 
ations evidently understand this,hence they manifest 
no fear of being disturbed The president asys that 
not all trusts are bad and he will 'not move against 
those that are not bad He has made his grand stand

It will do him no good but 
it will do future generations good and that is the 
purpose of the erection of statues, if honor to the 
memory of a man is any cause, certainly none is more 
deserving of it than the author of the Declaration 
of Independence.^
